CAN CONTROL OUTLAWS 


First Chief Says Force Is Suffi- 
cient to Prevent Incursions 
Into United States. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—A new 
note from Gen. Carranza asking for 
a definite explanation of the contin- 
uec presence of American troops in 


Mexico and renewing his previous re- 
quest for their withdrawal was pre- 
sented to the State Department to- 
day by Eliseo Arredondo, the Car- 
renza Ambassador. 

Gen. Carranza’s new note refers to 

the repeated declarations tnat the Unit- 
ed States wants no war with Mexico, 
and argues that the withdrawal of the 
troops would be the best proof of that 
attitude on the part of the American 
Government. 
The continued presence of the expedi- 
tion, the note says, is having a contrary 
effect. It goes on to say that Carranza 
troops are now able, both in number 
and position, to contro] Outlawry in 
Northern Mexico, and that co-operation 
by the American t.oops in preventing 
incursions into the United States can 
best be carried on by having the forces 
on the American side of the border. 
It declares that had the American 
troops now in Mexico been engaged in 
patrol on the American side, the Glenn 
Springs and Boquillas raids could have 
been prevented. 

State Department officials regard the 
note not as an ultimatum, but as a con- 
tinuance of the negotiations with the 
Carranza Government. 

After delivering the note to Acting 
Secretary Polk, Eliseo Arredondo, Gen. 
Carranza’s Ambassador here, admitted 
that it was brought to Washington Mon- 
day by Manuel Mendez, an attache of 
the Carranza Foreign Office. The Am-~ 
bassador said he denied the existence 
of the note at that time because he 
wished to ask hig Foreign. Office M any- 
thing had occurred to change. . 
tude during the. time the. , 
route to Washington. He received in- 
structions last night that there had been 
no change and presented the note this 
morning. It is signed by Foreign Min- 
ister Aguilar, covers about 2% typewrit- 
ten pages and is in Spanish.

Americanism is not a matter of 
creed, birthplace or national descent, 
but of the soul and of the spirit. 
If the American has the right stuff 
in him, I care not d snap of my fin- 
gers whether he is Jew or Gentile, 
Catholic or Protestant. I care not @ 
snap of my fingers whether his an- 
cestors came over in the Mayflower, 
or whether he was born, or his pa- 
rents were born, in Germany, Ire- 
land, France, England, Scandinavia, 
Russia or Italy or any other coun- 
try. All I ask of the immigrant is 
that he shall be physically and in- 
tellectually fit, of sound character, 
and eager in good faith to become 
an American citizen. If the immi- 
grant is of the right kind I am for 
him, and if the native American is 
of the wrong kind I am against him. 
But unless the immigrant becomes 
in good faith an American, loyal 
only to our flag, then he is out of 
place in this country and the soon- 
er he Jeaves it the better. 


‘- . Priendly, With All Nationa, 


We in this country form a new na- 
tion, akin to, but different from, 
each of the nations of Europe. As 
Alexander Hamilton put it, ‘“‘Let us 
be neither Greeks nor Trojans, but 
Americans.”’ 
country if we rank ourselves as “‘Ger- 
man-Americans” or “English-Ameri- 
cans,” ‘‘Irish-Americans” or ‘‘French- 
Americans.” Our duty is to the 
United States. This duty should con- 
strain us in the first place to treat 
the other nations primarily accord- 
ing to the way such treatment serves 
American interests; and in the sec- 
ond place so far as possible to treat 
other nations in such manner as 
serves the interests of mankind at 
large. Every nation acts sometimes 
well and sometimes ill. Therefore we 
should stand for or against any na- 
tion accordingly as its behavior tells 
for good or for evil in the particular 
crisis with which we have actually 
to deal. We should be friendly to 
all nations, and in any crisis we 
should judge each nation by its con- 
duct in that crisis. We should con- 
demn the misconduct of any netion, 
we should oppose its encroachments 
upon our rights with equa! vigor, 
whether it be Germany, England, 
France, Russia or any other Power, 
according to what it actually 
does on the given occasion with 
which we have to deal. 

So much for our treatment of other 
nations. Now for our own citizens. 
We represent many different race 
strains. Our ancestors came from 
many different Old World nationali- 
ties. It will spell ruin to this nation 
if these nationalities remain sepa- 
rated from one another instead of be- 
ing assimilated to the new and larger 
American life. 

Hyphens and Bitterness. 


The children and children’s children 
of all of us have to live here in this 
land together, Our children’s children 
will intermarry, one with another, 
your children’s children, friends, and 
mine. They will be the citizens of 
one country. Even if they wished, 
they could not remain citizens of for- 
eign countries. The attempt to keep 
them with a half citizenship, with a 
divided loyalty, split between devo- 
tion to the land in which they were 
born and in which their children are 
to dwell, and the land from which 
their fathers came, will merely mean 
that they fail to remain citizens of 
the old-world land and yet do not 
get the benefit of being citizens of 
the new-world land. The effort to 
keep our citizenship divided against 
itself by the use pf the hyphen and 
along the lines of national origin is 
certain to breed a spirit of bitterness 
and prejudice and dislike between 
great bodies of our citizens. 

If some citizens band together as 
German-Americans or Irish-Ameri- 
eans, then after a while others are 


certain to band together as English- 


Americans or Scandinavian-Ameri- 


cans and every such banding-togeth- 
er, every attempt to make for politi- 
cal purposes a German-American al- 
liance or an Irish-American alliance 
or an English-American.alliance or a

I stand for straight Americanism unconditioned 


and unqualified, and I stand against every form of hyphenated 
Americanism. I do not speak of the hyphen when it is snd ei as a 


mere matter of convenience, although personally I like to avoid ‘its use 
I speak of and condemn its use whenever it repre- 
sents an effort to form political parties along racial lines or to bring 
pressure to bear on parties and politicians, not for American purposes, 
but in the interest of some group of voters of a certain national origin, 
or of the country from which they or their fathers came. 


H :: in St. Louis I wish to speak briefly on the subject of 


American citizenship, an effort to 
tring into our nation the bitter old- 
world rivalries and jealousies and 
hatreds. What I have been striving 
for a year and three-quarters to do is 
to protest against the up-growth of 
this utterly un-American spirit, to 
protest against the upgrowth of a 
spirit which means, if successful, di- 
vision and impotence in our national 
fife, the breaking up of our unity as 
4 nation, the severance of our citi- 
zenship along the bitter lines of old- 


world antipathy. We cannot afford 
to have our c ildren and our chil- 


dren’s children grow up excepting as 
Americans pure and.simple, Ameri- 
cans and nothing else. 

The American in Europe. 

If any of our people born here go 
back to the land from which their fa- 
thers came, they find themselves in- 
evitably looked upon as foreigners. 
The American of English descent 
who goes to. Rp ame finds himself 
looked upon and treated, as ane Pe. ou 
to be, Be €-cunalgan, & Tenkee 
ways of tho 
the ways of thought of the "Ae Tipe 
the land. The American of German 
descent who goes to Gérmany is not 
looked upon as a German. He is 
looked upon and treated as a for- 
eigner, as an American; and his ways 
of thought are different from the 
ways of thought of the people of the 
land. He has gone to a land where 
no divided allegiance would for one 
moment be permitted, where, very 
properly, whoever dwells in the land 
is held to a sole and undivided al- 
legiance to the German flag; and 
the American of German descent who 


goes there either remains absolutely 


an outsider and an alien, an Ameri- 
can, or else he has to become abso- 
lutely German. 

“You do not have to take my word 
for this. Take the word of his 
majesty, the German Emperor. He 
is quoted in the press as stating to 
a member of a New York Schutzen- 
verein, who was introduced as a 
German-American: ‘What do I hear? 
I know no such people. I know only 
Germans and Americans. You can 
have no divided loyalty.’ 


If either the American of English 
descent or the American of German 
descent or the; American of any oth- 
er descent tries to remain with a 
dual allegiance, with a divided citi- 
zenship, he merely ceases to become 
an American without thereby becom- 
ing a German or an Englishman or 
anything else. He becomes a man 
without'a country, who has forfeited 
the right to be stirred by the feeling 
of patriotic devotion to any land, or 
to have a special and peculiar kin- 
ship with any people. The American 
birthright is the birthright of all of 
us; and it is a shame and a disgrace 
for any man to barter {it for so poor 
a mess of pottage as is implied in that 
kind of hyphenated citizenship which 
means that the individual tries to be 
a half-way citizen of two lands and 
forfeits the rifht to be a whole citi- 
zen of any tand. 

It is entirely proper to feel an 
intimate sympathy with the art and 
literature of the land with which by 
blood or tradition we have close 
ties; and I sympathize equally with 
the man who has such a feeling for 
Milton and Shakspeare and with the 
man who has the feeling for Goethe 
and the Nibelungeniied. I admire 
all four myself, but I very strongly 
feel that our prime duty, even in 
literature and art, is to develop our 
own American schools and tradi- 
tions; that is, to develop our own 
distinetive American culture.

“T have come to St. Louls today 
Lecause I want to speak in this great 
city on the cardinal points at issue 
before the American people—the 
questions of Americanism and pre- 
pesredness. They are so indissolubly 
beund together that it is tmposstble 
to discuss the one without discussing 
the other. I intend to speak here on 
the subject of preparedness, and to 
syeak later in the day on Amert- 
ca nism. 

“At this meeting I am not going 
to touch on politics at all, and I am 
rot going to say anything about my- 
self at all.

The boy, who is the son 
of Horace L. Dyer of 475 Berlin ave- 
nue, was cordially greeted by Col. 
Roosevelt, : 
After this, so many persons present- 
ed themselves to the Colonel that he 
had no time to eat, but Reynolds final- 
ly called a halt on the procession, de- 
claring that the Colonel must eat be- 
fore he could speak, and that an op- 
portunity for handshaking would be 
given later. 

Detectives Face Colonel. 
Two detectives sat facing the Colonel 
as he ate. The Rev. Dr. Phillips called 
Col. Roosevelt’s attention to a pamphiet 
containin; a story In Biblical style, on 
“Ud Ro and Tee Ar,” taken from the 
Chicago Evening Post. One verse, which 
seemed to please the guest particularly, 
related that “Kurraj begat Nosham, 
and Nosham begat Onor, and Onor be- 
gat Dhelited, and Dhelited begat Hit- 
temhard, and Hittemhard begat Tee Ar.’’ 
Leahy, in introducing Col. Roose- 
selt, spoke of him as ‘the em- 
bodiment of the square deal.”

train from Kansas City at 8 a. m. At 
that hour commuters were coming into 
St. Louis on suburban trains and many 
of them risked being late to work to 
catch a glimpse of the former President. 

The crowd at Union Station was com- 
pact, but not large. It was at first an- 
nounced that the Colonel’s train would 
arrive on track 30, which is the second 
track from the Eighteenth street en- 
trance to the midway. A quarter of an 
hour before the scheduled time of ar- 
rival the crowd began to gather around 
this gate. It overflowed bp the stair- 
way to the Eighteenth street entrance, 
but did not extend more than 75 feet 
west of the gate to track %. A few 
men, ranged side by side, looked through 
the train-shed grill on Eighteenth street. 

Only a few minutes be‘ore the train 
pulled in callers announced that it 
would arrive on track 26, about 50 feet 
west of where the crowd had gathered. 
There was a rush to this gate. The 
crowd did not spread; it simply moved. 

Inside the train shed members of the 
Reception Committee, Federal, State 
and city officials ind newspaper re- 
porters and photographers filled the 
narrow platform space, making a crowd 
which, like that in the midway, had 
more compactness than size. 

Uses “Football Rush.” 

This gave Col. Roosevelt an oppor- 
tunity to make the famous ‘football 
rush’’ which has come to be a feature 
of his present speech making tour. 

The Colonel appeared on the rear plat- 
form of the train within a minute after 
it pulled in. He wore a black sack suit 
and the familiar: black, broad-brimmed 
slouch hat. 

As he stepped to the platform of the 
trainshed there was not a trace of a 
smile on his face. He stopped for an in- 
instant and lifted his hat straight above 
his head and then clapped it on again. 
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Committee, Mayor Kiel and Police Chief 
Young, saving to each in his short, 
snappy style, ““Very glad to meet you.” 
The Colonel set the pace for the com- 
mittee and the newspaper men in push- 
ing a way through the crowd. There was 
constant chering as he ‘“‘bucked the line” 
for a distance of about fifty feet to the 
gate leading to the Midway. 

The cheering around the gate attracted 
many who had been waiting for trains in 
the second floor waiting room and they 
filled the double stairway leading from 
this room to the center of the Midway. 
When the Colonel pushed his way 
through the trainshed gate the crowd 
closed in on him and moved with him 
toward the Twentieth street entrance, 
two blocks away. 


The western portion of the midway 
Was practically clear, and there was 
only a small crowd at the Twentieth 
street entrance until after Roosevelt 
reached there. Then those who had been 
following him pushed their way out 
into the street and surrounded his auto- 
mobile, There were calls for a speech. 


Collides With Refuse Cans, 

While the Colonel was pushing his 
way through the people in the midway 
the crowd several times rushed in on 
him, jostling him about. Near the 
center of the midway Roosevelt was al- 
most carried off his feet and bumped 
with considerable force against a tall, 
red refuse can made of compressed pa- 
per. In trying to regain his balance he 
collided with another can of the same 
kind. He grinned broadly, as though 
he didn’t mind little things like that, 
but he made no comment.

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NEGROES TO DIE FOR KILLING 
TWO ST. CHARLES POLICEMEN 


Supreme Court Affirms Death Sen 
tences, and Sets July 14 as 
Execution Date. 
JEFFERSON CITY. May 31—The Su- 
preme Court today affirmed the death 
sentences of Harry Black and Andrew 


Black, negroes, imposed by the St. 
Charles County Circuit Court, for the 
murder of two St. Charles policemen, 
and set July 14 as the date for their 
execution. 

The Blacks, with another negro Tom 
Allen, fired several shots from revcivers 
on the date of the murder, and started 
to leave town, walking along the rail- 
road tracks leading from St. Charles, 
They were apprehended by Poiicremen 
John Blair and James:D. Lamb. who 
attempted to arrest them for carrying 
concealed weapons. A fight ensued in 
which both officers and Allen were 
killed. 

The opinion of the court, which was 
written by Commissioner Reuben § F. 
Roy, states that the negroes were not 
represented in the proceedings in the 
Supreme Court, but that the court made 
an exhaustive examination of the rec- 


: 


ord and found that it was complete 
and the verdict justified. 

Other sentences affirmed are those of 
Pearl Sloe, sentenced to life imprison- 
ment for the murder of Gut Jones in St. 
Louis; of Samuel Gilbert of Cedar Coun- 
ty, for killing John Shuey; of George 
Jackson of St. Joseph, who killed A. K. 
Godsey in attempting to rob a saloon, 
and of Henry Brashear of Mississippi 
County, who killed Luther Sisk.

CAMPAIGN PLANS 


Champ Clark Is President’s First 
Choice for: Chairman at 
St. Louis. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—Plans for 
the Democratic convention at St. Louis 


and the ensuing campaign were dis- 
cussed by President Wilson today with 
Representative Doremus of Michigan, 
chairman of the Democratic Congres- 
sional Committee; Norman Hapgood, an 
organizer of the Wilson Nonpartisan 
League, and Senator Taggart of In- 
diana. 

Between now and convention time, the 
President is expected to devote much at- 
tention to politics. Selection of a per- 
manent convention chairman was dis- 
cussed. Speaker Champ Clark wes the 
first choice of the President, but it now 
seems that Mr. Clark may not go to St. 
Louis. Sehator James of Kentucky and 
Senator Kern of Indiana are among 
those suggested for the place in case 
the Speaker finally declines. 

While friends of Vice President Mar- 
shall believe chere is no doubt that he 
will be renominated, they are not urging 
the President to take a stand on the 
question because there are other can- 
cidates, notably Gov. Major of Missouri. 

The plan of the convention managers 
is to have Alabama give way to New 
Jersey when the roll is called for the 
nomination of presidential candidates, 
eo that John W. Wescott. who has been 
selected by President Wilson to nom- 
inate him, may immediately make his 
speech. A motion to close nominations 
then would be in order. 

Political managers of the administra- 
tion say no choices have been made for 
chairman of the important committees 
and that no final selections will be made 
the delegates’ get to St. Louis. 
Mr. Doremus said today that the Con- 
gressional Committee would not begin 
an active campaign for the election of 
members of the House until after the 
convention, 

Mr. Hapgood and the other members 
of the Wilsom Nonpartisan League are 
mapping out plans for an extensive 
campaign among independent voters. It 
is understood that the league will con- 
fine its efforts entirely to re-electing 
Mr. Wilson. 

A chairman of the national com- 
mission to succeed William F. Mc- 
Combs will be chosen in the near 
future because of Mr. McCombs’ de- 
sire to retire. Fred Lynch, national 
committeeman from Minnesota, has 
been mentioned for the place, but 
some other names probanly will be 
considered.

NEED READY As 
“ROOSEVELT SAYS 


America, Free of Speech and 
Opulent, Will Net Be Un- 
molested, He Declares. 


Col. Roosevelt spoke at the Mercan- 
tile Club at 12:30 to a crowd that packed 
the large sixth floor dining room. 5So 
many members of the Business Men's 
League and of the Mercantile Club, who 
were joint hosts of the Colonel, attend- 
ed that the dining rooms on the other 
floors had to be ‘used to provide lunch- 
eon for them, and afterward all crowd- 
ed into the main dining room to listen 
to the speech. All the standing room 
was taken. 

The speech referred particularly to 
the need of co-operation between big 
business and the Government, and of 
social and industrial preparedness in 
order that justice may be done to all 
classes of the people. Military prepared- 
ness was advocated as a means to better 
social and economic conditions. It was 
largely a repetition of Roosevelt's re- 
cent address in wvetroit, which was 
printed in the Post-Dispatch. 

“The better conditions that we desire,” 
the Colonel said, ‘“‘must come partly 
through governmental action and partly 
through social consciousness and ac- 
knowledgment on the part of the heads 
of great business instrumentalities that 
they owe a duty to the public, to the 
Government and to those who work for 
them, There must come a feeling that 
instead of trying to destroy the great 
instruments of industrialism, the Gov- 
ernment must co-operate and see jus- 
tice done toward the wage earners, the 
general public and the businesses them- 
selves, All this can be accomplished 
without great friction if we go about it. 
in the right spirit. 

Liurope to Be New World, 

““‘When the war is over we shall see a 
new Europe. That will then be the new 
world and we will be the old. They 
will have worked out in their experi- 
ence and adopted many new things 
which we must adopt from their experi- 
ence, or which we must adopt later 
after disaster to ourselves because we 
insisted on learning from our own ex- 
perience. If we decline to show the 
proper foresight now, we will appear to 
Teat disadvantage when we are matched 
against other peoples in the industrial 
arena. 

“I want to emphasize most emphatic- 
ally that our end must be preparedness 
in matters social and industrial. That 
is the end, but an indispensable means 
is military preparedness, so that we 
can settle those problems for ourselves 
and not have them settled for us by 
someone else with a gun.’’ i 

Roosevelt then referred to the Civil 
War and said we never would have to 
face such questions as confronted Lin- 
coln if we should take the proper steps 
to prepare. He said the Civil War 
lasted so long because the men were 
brave enough to fight it to a finish and

while it may be possible, but not prob- 
able, for a poor and weak nation to 
get along without molestation, it is ab- 
solutely impossible for a nation that is 
opulent and weak to so get along. Here 
in this country we have the habit of 
free speech—yery free speech about our- 
selves and offers. But the ready tongue 
cannot long be safely enjoyed by the 
man of the unready hand. What I would 
like to see is less readiness of tongue 
and more of hand. 

“The really dangerous man is not the 
man who is against all preparedness. . It 
is the man who advocates a little pre- 
Paredness, but not much. We must 
either prepare fully or not at all. It does 
no good to build a brige halfway and 
no one advocates a fire department to 
put fires out a little. It is a good fun- 
damental law for nations and individuals 
to remember that there are some mat- 
ters in which compromises won't work. 
For instance, if you quarrel with a man 
it may be right to hit him or not, but it 
cannot be right to compromise by hitting 
him soft. Don't hit at all if it is possible 
to avoid it, but never hit soft. 

“We must have preparedness, socia) 
and economic, and as a means we must 
have military preparedness, not to be 
used to harm others, but to protect our- 
selves and to maintain our self-respect.” 


COLONEL TALKS 
TO STREET CROWD 


Says That He Could Not Antici- 
pate Such a Good Time 
Here. 


When Col. Roosevelt started from 
the Mercantile Club to the City Club, 
two blocks west, at 1:05 p. m., he 
found a crowd which filled Locust 
Street from Seventh to Eighth street. 
After stepping into the automobile he 
said to the driver: 

“Let’s get out of here, or I'll have 
to make a speech.” 

A member of the Reception Com- 
mittee asked him if he could not say 
a few words. The Colonel then took 
off his hat and after waving for si- 
lence he said: , 

“I shan’t attempt a regular speech 
here.

Gen. Pershing was expected to arrive 
in Casas Grandes today and the con- 
ferences were to be started tomorrow. 
Before his departure Gen. Gavira ex- 
pressed a belief that the conference 
would not be of long duration. 

The impending conference is said by 
many to be the first real attempt to se- 
cure co-operation between the Carranza 
forces and the Americans since the ex- 
peditionary command crossed the bor- 
der two and a half months ago. 

It is pointed out that this is the nat- 
ural ovtcome of the recently held Scott- 
Obregon conference, at which the Mex- 
ican Minister of War verbally agreed 
to make every effort to eliminate ban- 
dits from Northern Mexico. His first 
movement was to send large forces into 
Chihuahua, and the next to appoint 
Gen. Gavira to the military direction of 
the state. 

The troops sent by Gen. Jacinto Tre- 
vino, Commander-in-Chief of Northern 
Mexico, to Gen. Gavira have been dis- 
tributed at various points along the 
line of the Mexican Central Railroad. 
They will begin a general movement 
westward, closing up on Pershing’s . —— 
lines with a view to catohing the scat- 
tered bandits in the net.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 31.—After 
bis Convention Hall address here yes- 


terday, Col. Roosevelt motored to the 
home of Herbert 8. Hadley, former Gov- 
‘ernor, for a call. Hadley was too ill to 
iake his place on the Reception Com- 
mittee and Co!, Roosevelt insisted on go- 
ing to see him. 

Col. Roosevelt was accompanied to the 
Hadley residence by Judge Albert D. 
Nortoni of St. Louis, Progressive can- 
didate. for United States Senator from 
Missouri, The three conversed about 30 
minutes. Col. Roosevelt referred to the 
call as having been merely a courteous 
meeting. Judge Nortoni sald: “It was a 
social call and politics were merely re- 
ferred to incidentally. However, it is 
apparent Col. Roosevelt and Mr. Hadley 
are friends.”’ 

Col. Roosevelt was entertained at Jin- 
ned last night by Mr. and Mrs. Irvir R. 
Xirkwood at the Kirkwood home. Wil- 
liam Allen White, Progressive nati>nal 
committeeman from Kansas, was the 
only other guest outside of Kirkwood’s 
family. 

Col. Roosevelt departed on a late train 
for St. Louis 

The police today recovered the knife 
that was thrown towards Col. Roose- 
velt’s motor car during the Memorial 
day parade yesterday. It was brought 
to the police station by a newspaper re- 
porter, who said it was handed to him 
by a police sergeant. The knife was a 
cheap one, having one twmand one-half 
inch blade and a wooden handle. 

George Stivers, a patrolman, told 
Chief of Police Hammil that the knife 
had been given to him during the parade 
by E. C. Shell, a member of the Ameri- 
can Legion, ‘who picked it up after it 
had fallen to the running board of Col. 
Roosevelt's motor car. Stivers said that 
as Shell handed him the knife the Ameri- 
can Legion man said: ‘“‘The man who 
threw it ought to be arrested.’’ 

Stivers declared he looked into the 
crowd and could see no one acting 
suspiciously. The parade proceeded. 
Later Stivers handed the knife to an- 
other policeman, who gave it to a Police 
Sergeant. 

Chief of Police Hammil said he did 
not believe the knife was thfown by 
anyone who wished to harm Col. Roose- 
velt. He said he intended to make a 
rigid investigation of the whole affair. 

Knife Thrown Was Small. 

The pocketknife struck the arm of 
John W. McGrath, the former Presi- 
dent's secretary, and fell to the running 
board of the car: The secretary said 
there was no force behind the knife and 
he believed someone had tossed it to- 
ward the car as a joke. Col Roosevelt 
was told of the incident last night and 
afterward his secretary issued this 
Statement: 

“Col. Roosevelt regards the matter as 
an entirely trivial incident and feels 
that no weight should be attached to it.’”’ 
The secretary was riding in the front 
seat of the motor car watching the 
hands of people along the way, as is 
his custom. Suddenly a _  pocketknife 
with one blade, measuring about 3 
inches, struck his arm a glancing blow. 
There was little force behind the throw 
and the knife slipped to the ground. 
Another incident of the day was the 
arrest in the lobby of Hotel Muehlbach 
of a man who said his name was Ed- 
ward McDaniel and his home was at 
Tulsa, Ok. He declared he had business 
with Col. Roosevelt and tried to force 
his way past the police guard. 

At noon, a guest of the Commercial! 
Club at luncheon, the Colonel touched 
on the West’s attitude toward prepareg- 
ness. 

“It has been said,’’ he declared, ‘‘that 
the West is not interested because it 
would not suffer from war. I know that 
this is a lie. I would shrink as from a 
plague from an American who would 
say that he does not care what happens 
to another American. Lofty words are 
poor companions if they cannot be 
translated into deeds.”’ 

Convention Hall Address. 

, Col. Roosevelt's principal speech was 
at Convention Hall, which was filled 
with a cheering crowd, each person wav- 
ing a small flag as a greeting to the 
visitor. A portion of the hall had been 
reserved for members of the G. A. R. 
and Confederate veterans, and it was 
principally to them that Col. Rosevelt 
directed his remarks. He deviated from 
his set speech to say a facetious word 
about Mexico. 

‘“‘We are told,” said he, “that we en- 
joy peace with Mexico. Eighteen years 
ago we had a war with Spain. The num- 
ber of Americans killed in Mexico dur- 
ing this peace with Mexico surpasses 
the number of Americans killed by Spain 
in the war with Spain, and when the war 
with Spain was through, it was through, 
whereas peace continues to rage with 
unabated violence along the Mexican 
border.’’ 

Coming t® the question of an invasion 
of our shores by a foreign force, he 
declared that if an army half the size of 
that which attacked the Dardanelles 
should invade this country, America 
would be at its mercy. 

“Tf such an invasion took place,’ said 
he, ‘against it we would pit an army of 
ill-trained men—an army of about one- 
third the size of the invading army, un- 
trained, badly armed and without the 
necessary artillery, and we would send 
the young sons of Americ@to be butch- 
ered to make good for the fact that we 
had not prepared in advance.”

SPIRIT OF AMERICA 
IN MEMORIAL TALK 


We Are Ready to Fight Against 
ggression and for Humanity, 
He Declares. 


WASHINGTON, May  31.—President 
Wilson defined the spirit of America in 
his Memorial day address at Arlington 
Cemetery yesterday. He spoke before an 
audience made up largely of Civili War 
veterans, Who applauded him vigorously. 


He warned citizens of foreign birth not 

to set themselves against the purpose of 

the nation, called upon young men to 

perform voluntary military service and 

defended his recent suggestion for an a)- 

liance of nations to preserve peace. 
Text of Speech. 

Following is the text of the sreech: 

‘“‘Whenever I seek to interpret the 
spirit of an occasion lik> this, I am led 
to reflect upon the uses of memory. 
We are here toda to recall a period of 
our history which in one sense is so re- 
mote that we no longer seem to keep 
the vital threads of it in our conscious- 
ness and yet is so near that men who 
played heroic parts in it still are liv- 
ing, still are about us, still are to re- 
ceive the homage of our respect and 
our honor. 

“They belong to an age which is past, 
to a period the vital question of which 
no longer vexes the nation, to a period 
of which it may be said that certain 
things which had been questionable in 
the affairs of the United States were 
settled, once for all disposed of, put be- 
hind us, and, in the course of time, 
have almost been forgotten. 

“It was a singularly complete work 
that was performed by the.processes of 
blood and iron at the time of the Civil 
War and it ts singular how the settle- 
ment has ruled our spirits since it was 
made. I see in this very audience men 
who fought in the Confederate ranks. I 
see them taking part in the exercises in 
the same spirit of sincere patriotism 
that moves those who fought on the 
side of the Union, and I reflect how sin- 
gular and how handsome a thing it is 
that wounds such as then were opened 
should be so completely healed and that 
the spirit of America should so pre- 
vail over the. spirit of division. It is the 
all-prevailing and triumphant spirit of 
America, where, by our common action 
and consent, governments are set up 
and pulled down: where affairs are ruled 
by common counsél, and where, by the 
healing process of peace, all men are 
united in a common enterprise of lib- 
erty and of peace. 

Union Saved by War. 

“And yet, ladies and gentlemen, the 
very object for which we are met to- 
ether is to renew in our hearts the spir- 
it that made these things possible. The 
Union was saved by the processes of the 
Civil War. That was a crisis which 
could be handied, it seems, in no other 
way, but I need not tell you that the 
peculiarity of this singular and beloved 
country is that its task, its human task, 
is apparently never finished; that it is 
always making and to be made, and 
chere is at present upon us a crisis 
which seems to threaten to be a new 
crisis of division. We know that the 
war which is to ensue will be a war of 
spirits and not of arms. We know that 
the spirit of Americg is invincible and 
that no man can abate its power, but 
we know that that spirit must upon oc- 
easion be asserted and that this is one 
of the occasions. 

“America-is made up out of all the 
nations of the world. Look at the ros- 
ters of the Civil War. You will see 
names there drawn from almost every 
European stock. Not recently, but from 
the first, America has drawn her blood 
and her impulse from all the sources of 
energy that spring at the fountains o% 
every race, and because she is thus com- 
pounded out of the peoples of the world. 
her problem is largely a problem of 
union all the time, a problem of com- 
rounding out of many elements a single 
triumphant force. 

‘The war in Europe has done a very 
natural thing in America. It has stirred 
the memories of men drawn from many 
of the belligerent stocks. It has re- 
newed in them a national feeling which 
had grown faint under the soothing in- 
fluences of peace, but which now flares 
up when it looks as if nation had cha)- 
lenged nation to a final reckoning, and 
they remember the nations from which 
they were sprung, and know that they 
arc in this life and death grapple. 

Must Put America First. 

“Tt is not singular, my fellow citizens, 
that this should have occurred and up to 
a certain point it is not just that we 
should criticise it. W'e have no criticism 
for men who love the places of their 
birth and the sources of their origin. 
We do not wish men to forget their 
mothers and their fathers, their forbears 
running back through long, laborious 
generations which have taken part in 
the building up of the strength and 
spirit of other nations. No man quarrels 
with that. From such springs of senti- 
ment we all draw some of the hand- 
somest inspirations of our lives. But 
all that we do criticise is that in some 
instances—they are not very numerous— 
but in some instances men have allowed 
this old ardor of another nationality to 
overcrowd their ardor for the national- 
ity to wiich they have given their new 
and voluntary allegiance. And so the 
United States has again to work out by

‘America does not want any addition- 
al territory. She does not want anv 
selfish advantage over any o‘her nation 
in the world, but she does wish every 
nation in the world to understand what 
she stands for and to respect what she 
stands for: and I cannot conceive of 
any man Af any blood cr origin failing 
to feel any enthusiasm for the things 
that America stands for, or awaiting io 
see that they are infinitely elevated 
above any ‘rpose of aggression or 
selfish advantage. 

“IT said the other evening in another 
place that one of the principles which 
America held dear vas that small and 
weak states had as much right to their 
sovereignty and independence as large 
and strong nations. She believes that. 
because strength and weakness have 
nothing to do with her principles. Her 
principles are for the rights and liber- 
ties of mankind, anc ‘that is the haven 
which we have offered to those who be- 
lieve that sublime and sacred creed of 
humanity. And I also said that I be- 
lieved that tne people of the United 
States were ready to become partners 
in any alliance of the n-tions that would 
giiarantee public right above. selfish

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“VIAERO CLUB WANTS 
4 SQUADRONS OF 
AIRMEN IN ARMY 


Protests to Congress That 
$5,000,000 Is Too Little to 
Provide Adequate Defense. 


By Leased Wire From the New FOr | 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 31.—The Aero cat 
of America has written to every «nember 
of both houses of Congress, calling at- 
tention to the discrepancies between 
provisions of the army appropriation 
bill, adopted by the Military Affairs 
Committee of the House, and the pro- 
gram the public thought would be ex- 
ecuted, because it had been agreed upon 
in the army reorganization bill. Refer- 
ence is made in the letter to the trans- 
continental air race initiated by the 
offer of the Pulitzer trophy, to which 

the aero club is adding cash prizes. 

“Recent demonstrations have shown,” 
says the letter, which is signed by the 
Executive Committee of the aero club, 
“that American aeroplanes and Amer- 
ican motors are equal to the best Eu- 
repean products. In certain types Amer- 
ican aeroplanes are superior to any- 
thing manufactured in Europe. 

Eleven Types of Aeroplanes. 

‘The announcement of the transcon- 
tinental aeroplane competition, which is 
to start on Sept. 2, and for which the 
Aero Club of America has offered a first 
prize of $20,000, has brought out the fact 
that there are constructed, or under 
construction, 11 types of aeroplanes, each 
equipped with two motors, with power 
ranging between 180 horsepower and 320 
horsepower. Europe possesses only two 
or three types of twin-motored aero- 
planes. 

“In aeronautics other countires have 
gained such a lead that the United 
States army ranks about twenty-third 
in that branch of military preparedness 
behind all the European Powers and 
their colonies. The appropriation of $5,- 
«,000 for aeronautics would only en- 
able this country to become eighth in 
rank behind England, Germany, France, 
Russia, Italy. Austria and Turkey. 

‘There are a dozen European aviators 
who have é¢ach brought down between 
10 and 2 aeroplanes in air duels, The 
United States army has not today as 
many aeroplanes in commission as have 
been Gentroyed by one of these avi- 
ntors.’ 

Money Not Sufficient. 

The letter calls attention to the fact 
that the $1,000, 000 which the army appro- 
priation bill provides for the organiza- 
tion, equipment and maintenance of air 
service is not sufficient to furnish 
enough machines for Gen. Funston’s 
forces, and that the army besides needs 
aeroplanes for coast defense and other 
materials, such as dirigibies, observation 
Lalloons and kites. 

In the estimation of the Aero Club, 
there should be at least 24 complete aero 
equadrons, each squadron to comprise 24 
nueroplanes, or three for each aviator. 

“We submit,” concludes the letter, 
‘that we express the public sentiment 
when we state that he people of this 
country are unanimous in demanding 
that adequate provision be made to pro- 
vide a substantial air service. Members 
of both houses of Congress have admit- 
ted that this branch of our defenses has 
been sorely neglected. The least rhat 
can be done now is”to provide to com- 
pensate for past neglect. ”’

growth.of this association during the 

past year. 

That the Philadelphia convention of 
advertising and business men will break 
even the record set by the convention 
ai Chicago last year is already assured, 
and during the year the membership 
in advertising clubs affiliated with the 
organization has shown an increase of 
from about 10,000 to more than 14,000. 
New clubs have — organized in all 
sections of the untry, and existing 
clubs have gained many new members 
from among the business men of their 
‘local communities.

Minister of Militia Witness at 
Canadian Inquiry Denounces 
Sir Courtney Bennett. 


‘RING OF BRITISH AGENTS’ 


Says His Suggestions Would 
Have Saved $100,000,000 
to the Government. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, May 31.—Gen. 
Sir Sam Hughes, Minister of Militia, 
a witness again today béfore the com- 
mission investigating muntitions con- 
tracts swore that he had no “personal 
irnterest’’ i nthe commissions received 


such contracts for the Government. 

“Any commission he may have re- 
ecived,” he said, “came from me 
neither in my official or personal ca-. 
pacity.” He pointed out that most 
of the criticism of oCl. Allison had 
been due to the fact that at the 
beginning of the war to meet the 
wishes of the British Government 
which wanted supplies he had pro- 
pesed to appoint a committee con- 
sisting of Col. Allison and Gen. Drain 
to make purchases in the United 
States. 

There was then no agreement as 
t» renumeration. When that commit- 
tee was broken up, Col. Allison had 
been as free as any body else to 
trade on his own account. It was 
then, he said ,that New York agents 
and brokers in the munitions busi- 
ness had commenced to “get after 
him.” 

Gen. Hughes yesterday. referred to Sir 
Courtenay Bennett, former British Con- 
sul-General in New York, as the “head 
of a ring of British agents.”” He had 
been describing his relations with Col. 
John Wesley Allison, who was associated 
with B. F. Yoakum and other Ameri- 
canis in the organization of munition 
companies and the obtaining of Cana- 
dian contracts, 


“Ring of British Agents.” 
“There was a ring of British agents 


in New York,’ declared the Minister of 
Militia. “‘They set to work publicly 
and privately to defame everybody not 
contracting with them. Some of this 
trash (referring to letters produced at 
the morning session) emanated from 
some of them—some of Sir Courtenay 
Bennett's hirelings in and around New 
York, 

“This thing went on and Allison (who 
had been sent to New York, Gen. 
Hughes declared in an effort to break 
the high fuse prices) was discouraged. 
If my suggestions had been carried out, 
they would have. saved the British Gov- 
ernment $100,000,000.”" 

Sir Sam again referred to Sir Courte- 
ray Bennett when telling of inquiries he 
said he had nade concerning companies 
figuring in fuse contracts. 

Calls It Fake Scheme. . 

“I also made inquiry inte Dowler- 
Forbes, the Sir Courtenay Bennett out- 
fic,”” he asserted. “It was a fake scheme 
run by people in the pay of Germany. 
Other interesting facts could be brought 
out. I dropped that company.’’ 

Gen. Hughes made these assertions 
?part from his statement regarding his 
relations with the Shell Committee and 
bas not yet been questioned concerning 
them. ‘ 

The Minister of Militia said his position 
in the Cabinet made him responsible for 
the acts of the Shell Committee, but that 
he was not accountable for its expendi- 
tures. 


said that while the members of the com- 
mittee were legally entitled, as con- 
tractors, to the surplus, it has been un- 
‘.erstood from the outset that all profits 
woukd be returned to the War Office. 

He declared that Col. Allison had been 
an invaluable aid to him and was re- 
sponsible for large savings on various 
contracts he had negotiated. 


_ Praises Col. Allison. 
When the British Government called 


for supplies he asked Allison's assist- 
ance in connection with purchases in 
the United States. Allison, the Minister 
stated, had been instrumental in reduc- 
ing the price of fuses by the introduc- 
tion of competition. Until the charges 
were preferred in Parliament, he said, 
he had no knowledge of Col. Allison 
having received a tommission from Col. 
Yoakum. Gen. Hughes asserted he did 
not interfere in the awarding of con- 
tracts by the Shell Committee. 

“I did not want Gen. Bertram (the 
chairman) to be able to say ‘You butted 
in and you are responsible, should any- 
thing have gone wrong,’”’ he said.

This is an excellent sentiment with an erro- 
; neous or at least incomplete application. It is 
wrong on the part of officials, ex-officials and 
others, by utterances or otherwise, “to create a 
division along racial lines among our people.” It 
ie wrong on the part of anybody to attempt to 
divide American sentiment and to create factions 
on racial lines. 

America is the melting pot of races and nation- 
alities and those who interfere with the fusing of 
Americans of all origins into loyal Americans 
who hold American interests above all other na- 
tional interests:are trying to create conditions 
inimical to the welfare and the true destiny of 
the American people. They are traitors to the 
country of their adoption. 

Our German-American leaders should look into 
their own conduct from this standpoint. 

What is the most effective method of creating 
and maintaining racial divisions in America? Is it 
not marshaling different races and nationali- 
ties, who have come to America to enjoy the bless- 
ings of American citizenship under republican in- 
stitutions, on racial and national lines? Is it 
not by creating in America of each race or nation 
a racial or national solidarity and keeping alive 
racial or national distinctions, sentiments and 
ambitions? 

The worst conditions are created when this ra- 
cial or national solidarity is directed to the con- 
trol of politics in order to influence the course of 
the Government in its foreign policy; or to the 
punishment cf public officials whose official con- 
duct in dealing with a race or foreign nation is 
not in accordance with the sympathies and neces- 
sarily biased views of the leaders of the race or 
nation. 

To be specific, what could be worse than the ef- 
fort of these German-American leadefs to unite 
all the voters of German origin on a political 
program to control our foreign policy and to pun- 
ish those whose action as American officials are | 
displeasing to pro-Germans in this country? The 
mere union of German-Americans on a German- 
American platform creates a racial division and 
sows the seeds of racial and national antagonisms 
which have been the chief causes of disturbance in 
Europe and have drenched European soil in blood.

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NEW DESIGN FOR COINAGE. 

The new designs for subsidiary coinage, 
changed for the first time in 25 years, will retain 
the old motto, but will symbolize the need of 
preparedness.

CONTEST HEARING 
BEBIN TOMORROM 


National Committee to Decide 
Disputes’ Involving 62 
Seats in Convention. 


CHICAGO, May %1.—Managers of the 
Hughes, Roosevelt, Fairbanks, Weeks 
and Root campaigns have turned their 
attention to the contests over delegates 
which will be heard by the Republican 
National Committee beginning  to- 
morrow. 

There are 40 contests involving the 
seats of 62 delegates and the managers 
for the different candidates will close- 
ly wateh the progress of the fights, 
especially those in the Southern 
States. 

In Georgia the faction headed by 
Walter H. Johnson, State chairman, 
is disputing the right of the 17 dele- 
gates elected by the faction led by 
National Committeeman Henry 5. 
Jackson te occupy seats in the con- 
vention. * A majority of the delega- 
tion led by the Jackson faction is 
claimed by Weeks while a majority 
of the other faction is said to fa- 
vor Hughes. 

In Alabama seven of the délegates, 
representing the regular organiza. 
tion headed by National Committee- 
man P. D. Barker and State Chair- 
man Pope M. Long and O. D. Street, 
are being contested ty Dr. U. C. 
Mason, a negro. 

Both delegations are said to be un- 
instructed, but the regulars ara said 
to be divided between Hughes, Weeks, 
Root and Fairbanks while the other 
faction is said to be favorable to 
FR.cosevelt. 

In Louisiana the contest is be- 
tween National Committeeman Victor 
Loisel and C. S. Herbert, State chair- 
man, on one side and Walter Cohen, 
a negro, on the other. The negroes 
charge that the State convention was 
held at a New Orleans hotel which 
denied admission to the negro dele- 
gates. A majority of the regulars 
are reported to favor Hughes while 
the negroes are believed to be sup- 
rerters of Roosevelt. Twelve dele- 
gates are involved in this dispute. 

The contest in Mississippi is confined 
to one district, where two negro leaders 
are fighting for recognition. Both are 
reported to favor Roosevelt. 

In Missouri there is a contest in the 
Eleventh District over two delegates, 
but reports are to the effect that the dis- 
pute may be amicably settled before the 
National Committee meets. 

The fight between James A. Harris and 
James J. McGraw over the national com- 
mitteeship is said to be responsible for, 
the contest filed in the Fifth and Sixth 
Districts of Oklahoma. It is reported 
that Harris is for Roosevelt and Mc- 
Graw is favorable to Hughes. 

In South Carolina, where there are 
three delegates involved in contests, the 
fight is said to be between local lead- 
ers and unimportant in the effect on 
the interest of the presidential candi- 
dates. 

There is one contest in the Richmond 
(Va.) aestrict, where D. A. Ferguson, a 
negro, is disputing with J. P. Brady. 
The charge is made that the negroes 
were barred from the convention nell. 
Both factions are said to favor Roose- 
velt. 

The contest in the Tampa (Fla.) dis- 
trict is said to be local and involves 
one delegate who is uninstructed.

1000 of Compatriots Gather at 
Statue Given to French Cap- 
ital by Joseph Pulitzer.

PARIS, May 31.—In the presence of 
representatives of President’ Poincare, 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and the 
Chamber of Deputies, more than a 
thqusand members of the American col- 
ony of Paris, did honor yesterday after- 
noon to their compatriots fallen in the 

service of France in the present war. 

The ceremony was held in the Place 
des Etats Unis, at the base of the 
statues of Washington and Lafayette 
presented to the city of Paris by Joseph 
Pulitzer, and was preceded by a brief 
service in the American Church of the 
Holy Trinity. 

Delegates from the three corps in 
which Americans have distinguished 
themselves—aviation, the Foreign Legion 
and the Ambulance Corps—were present. 
A. Piatt Andrew, head of the field sec- 
tion of the American Ambulance Hos- 
pital, who with Charlie Prince of Boston 
and Paul Rockwell, brother of Kieffin 
Rockwell, the aviator, had arranged the 
affair, delivered the introductory re- 
marks. 

The following list of Americans killed 
was read by Alan Seeger of the Foreign 
Legion: Kenneth Weeks, Cambridge, 
Mass.; Henry Farnsworth, Boston: Her- 
man Edwin Hall and Rene Thelizot, 
Chicago; John Erle Fiske, Wooster, O.: 
Russell Kelley, Fred Stone and Frank 
Surrey, New York; Jack ‘Jans, Ken- 
tucky; Henry Walker, New Orleans, 
and Sergt. Duval. 

Lieuts. William Thaw and Charles 
Sweeney were the delegates of the 
American flying squadron and the For- 
eign Legion, respectively. They laid 
upon the statue, already buried beneath 
a mound of floral remembrances, 
wreaths contributed by their fellow com- 
batants. They are the only Americans 
of commissioned rank in the French 
army, and both have won the Legion of 
Honor. 

President Poincare sent a beautiful 
wreath and the Senate and Chamber of 
Deputies sent committees bearing elab- 
orate floral offerings. Addresses were 
delivered by Abbe Felix .Klein and the 
Rev. Dr. Samuel N. Watson, rector of 
the American Church of the Holy Trin- 
ity, and a poem was read by Alan 
Seeger.
